Business Has Increased to Such 
Extent Present Accommoda- 
| tion Is Inadequate 


Farmers do not raise live stock for 
the purpose of scientific research, or 
for the sake of the company. 
stock ig raised for profit, the profits 
depend on many factors, but on none 
more than on marketing 


the margin of profit—which after all 
is what counts—either is altogether 
lost or goes into the hands of others 
than the farmer. Live stock must be 
watered and fed regularly and shelt- 
ered from storm or the marketing 
value drpps rapidly. Hence the ne- 
cessity of suitable accommodation for 
the stock on fair and equal terms, if 
they are to be marketed to the ad- 
vantage of the producer. 


consequent long rail haul it is not 
enough that buyer and seller are able 
to come together freely to make a 
market. There must be feed, water 
and shelter for the stock which has 
come in trom a long rail journey, 
while awaiting purchase and out- 
shipment. This is the reason for the 
Edmonton (as for all other) stock- 
yards, . 

With the development of the live 
stock industry of Northern Albert, 
the need of public stock yards became 
apparent, and in October, 1916, as a 
result of the enterprise of a number 
of local men the Edmonton  Stock- 
yards were opened for business.

Announcement by Department of 
Militia Makes Spocial Pro. 
vision in Certain Cases 


The following announcement has 
Just been issued by the department of 
militia and defence: 

“In view of the fact that there 
seems to be some doubt as te the 
Procedure to be adopted’ by men 
drafted under the Military Service Act 
or orders-in-counci]l, in amendment 
thereof, it should be olearly under- 
stood that every man who je ordered 
by the registrare to report must do so 
on the date spacified, whether he in- 
tends to claim leave of absence or not,

REDFIELD SAYS 
WAR FEELING IS 
GROWING IN U.S 


Needed Earthquake to Make Peo- 
ple Enter Into Affairs of 
Europe 


Ottawa, May 21.—‘'Gentlemen, we 
wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against powers and rulera of wiek- 
edness, against spiritual evil in high 
places and our flags entwined are the 
flags of the Almighty bearing His 
truth; our sons, the messengers of 
the Almighty, bearing His message 
of righteousness,” declared United 
States Secretary of Commerce William 


Redtield addreesing the Canadian 
club, 
Mr. Redfield made a brilliant 


speech on what America is doing In 
the war, dealing {n extenso with the 
question of her delay in entering the 
struggle. He declared that {t was not 
until a few weeks ago that it could 
be said that every element cf distrust 
among the peoples of the United 
Statea had heen wiped out of exist- 
ence for it had heen embedded deep- 
ly In the hearts of the American peo-| 
ple for acores of yoare past that they 
should have nothing to do with the! 
affairs of Europe and it had required 
a complete reversal of American 
thought to bring them Into line. 

Referring to American and Cana- 
dian soldiers as fighting for home, for 
the honor and purity of womanhood, 
for the protection of childhood, and 
to defend the elvilization of a thou- 
sand years now questioned and at- 
tacked by the Hun, Mr, Redfield said 
he was glad to tell his audience that 
there is gathering to the south a 
power greater than he could even 
venture to think. The United .States| 
did not enter rapidly, he admitted, | 
because the people of America had 
been taught from childhood that their 
country had nothing, could have no- 
thing and would have nothing to do 
with the affaira of Murope. It needed 
an earthquake to make the American 
people put this creed asids, he said; | 
it required a complete reversal of} 
American theught, 

A still further difficulty was that| 
America had large territories popu- 
lated by non-Firglish-speaking people. 
It had been said, Mr. Redfield con-

The figures of Canada’s export 
trade are all the evidence required 
to show that the railways of Can- 
ada were never called on to han- 
dle so much traffic and earn such 
large revenue as last year. 

The minister’s report of his five 
million dollar loss in this year of | 
abounding business suggests that 
while the recent boost in freight 
rates may have been dictated by 
the railway companies, the pro- 
posal found a ready seconder in 
a Dominion minister of railways 
anxious to hide the financial con- 
sequences of his mismanagement 
of the public roads. 


Cause and Effect. 

There is gratifying testimony 
from all quarters that resistance 
to thé Military Service act in Que- 
bee has ceased. 

It is notable that the cessation 
of resistance coincided with the 
exposure of the kind of men and 
means the government had been 
employing to enforce the act in 
Quebec. 

That exposure made plain that 
if the same men and the same 
means had been employed to en- 
foree the act in Ontario, Torouto 
would have been the scene of 
worse riots than those whieh 
gained for the people of Quebec 
the undeserved reputation of be- 
ing law-breakers and rebels, 

May it be hoped that the at- 
tempt to invest the people of that 
province with the character of 
rebels will be abandoned, in view 
of the fact that riots in Quebee 
ceased when the government ceas- 
ed to employ men and methods 
which would produce riots any- 
where? 


The Railway Situation. 

In the operation of the Interco- 
lonial and National Transconti- 
nental railways last year the Do- 
minion government lost five and 
one quarter million dollars of pub- 
lic money, 

To the 3,500 miles of railway 
now under government operation 
is being added the nine thousand | 
miles of the Canadian Northern 
system whieh Mackenzie and 
Mann, under the incentive of per- | 
sonal profit, have not been able 
to make pay its way. Notiee has} 
also been served of the govern- 
ment’s intention to acquire the

As under the 
agreement with the railway com- 
panies the United States Govern- 
ment has to pay dividends in pro- 
portion to the earnings of the 
roads last year, this $109,007,000 
will have to come out of the poc- 
kets of United States taxpayers, 
as the quarterly instalment of the 
cost of Government operation of 
United States railways. 

The record of the Borden Gov- 
ernment forbids a supposition 
that it is more capable of manag- 


‘ing the complicated busines of a 


vast railway system than is the 
Wilson Government, or the com- 
panies who have hitherto been 
charged with that responsibility. 
And the record of Government 
operation in Canada supplies con- 
vineing evidence that to multiply 
public responsibilties in that di- 
rection is to multiply the national! 
debt and the taxes,

In Britain Lloyd George was 
made premier on a policy of war 
efficiency. A few days before | 
March 21st. the Morning Post 
newspaper and its military corre- 
spondent Coi, Repington, on com- 
plaint of the government were 
fined heavily for having stated 
that the British army was not ade- | 
quately prepared for the expected | 
German offensive. 

The London Weekly Despatch, | 
(a violently Tory paper), of 
March 31st has a map showing the 
German advances in each period 
of the great offensive which began | 
March 21st. The map shows the) 
line of battle as it was on March 
21st and as it had been for nearly 
a year, extending almost direct 
from La Fere by way of St. Quen- | 
ten to a point east of Arras. On} 
March 24th the line passes through | 
Ham, Peronne and close to Ba- | 
paume. This means that on a 
front of thirty miles in four | 
days the British had _ been 
driven out of the positions 
they had occupied for nearly 
a year and, still backward for 
from ten to fifteen miles. The line 
of March 25th shows Chauny, 
Nesle and Bapaume within the 
German lines, The line of March 
26th showed a further advance of 
about eight miles with Noyon and 
Roye taken, The line of March 
27th shows a less advance, but 
with Albert taken. The 28th 
shows Lassigny and Mont Didier 
taken. The 29th and 30th show 
comparatively slight advances, 
chiefly north of Mont Didier. In 
large part the line between Mont 
Didier and a point near Arras is 
further west than the line held by 
the British and French in the 
early part of 1916, 

Winston Churchill is authority 
for the statement that the British 
lost 1,000 guns and 4,000 machine 
guns. The Germans claim 100,000 
British prisoners and the claim 
has not been denied. The British 
losses are officially placed at about 
a quarter of a million. 

Did the war efficiency premier 
resign in the face of such a ter- 
rible collapse of his war policy? 
Not he! But he knew that unless 
public attention could be turned 
in some other direction he would 
have to give place to other men. 
And so when every effort of the 
nation was urgently necessary to 
repair the damage that had been 
done and to make a stronger stand 
for the future, he declared for the 
mutually self defeating policy of 
home rule and conscription in Ire- 
land. At once he had achieved 
his purpose. The prospect of civil 
war in and with Ireland quickly 
drew public attention away from 
the battle front. A demand that 
the causes of the most serious re- 
verse ever suffered by British arms 
be publicly investigated so that 
the people would know who was 
to blame was refused, as already 
stated, and the ministry of 
treachery was saved. 

The parallel between the policy 
of the Lloyd George government 
in Great Britain and the Borden 
government in Canada is so close 
as to be startling, and to lead to 
the inevitable conclusion that the 
one mind directed both policies 
and with the purpose, not to win 
the war, but to win elections. 

If Premier Lloyd George had 
| given efficient war administration 
the political treachery by which 
he arrived at the premiership 
}might be forgiven. But he has 
crowned political treachery with 
war inefficiency and now to save 
| himself from the consequences he 
{has announced 4 policy that, if 
given effect, at best means civil 
war in Ireland. Fortunately this 
announcement having served its 
purpose of saving the government 
by the recent vote in parliament, 
there are signs that it is to be 
quietly forgotten; and publie 
opinion directed somewhere else— 
anywhere else exeept to the ef- 
ficiency of the British high com 
mand for which the government 


is directly and solely responsible.

Cause of the Sinn Fein Arrests 


Washington, D.C., May 21—Evidence of plotting between Ger- 
man and Irish agents in this country for an uprising in Ireland has 
been uncovered by United States government agents, and is partly 


responsible for the recent arrest of Irish leaders by the British gov- | 


ernment, 

This evidence, which may be made public soon, is understood to 
show definitely that Irish leaders, mainly Sinn Fein sympathizers in 
the United States, have been in touch with German representatives 
who agreed to furnish money to finance a rebeilion in Ireland, and 
possibly to send arms and ammunition to Ireland by submarines or 
blockade runners. There was even some discussion of the chances of 
sending German soldiers to take part in warfare on Irish soil. 

The uprising was set for a time when the Germans had planned 
to reach the channel ports after their great drive in France, and it 
was believed England would be thrown into confusion by the German 
advance,
